Pennscott have proved their worth 
in northern Ohio, Parsons declares. 
In two out of three-years, Dollard 
has produced better yields than all 
varieties tested. Parsons attributes 
D ollard's superiority to its ability 
to resist the northern anthracnose 
disease. 
This disease cropped up rn red 
clover nurseries at the station in 
1955 and 1957. ‘ W here nor t h e r n 
anthracnose was prevalent. Dollard 
averaged IO to 30 per cent higher 
in yield," Parsons report!. 
In years in which this disease is 
not serious, 
Pennscott is usually 
better than Dollard.

Teenagers' Die! 


Often Under Par 


More M ilk and Fruit 
Needed, Expert Says 


COLUMBUS — "N ever have chil­ 
dren needed food guidance as they 
do in our present com plicated food 
w orld,” said Dr. Ruth Levert o n, 
a noted nutrition authority. 
Pauline G runer, Ohio State Uni­ 
versity extension nutritionist, com ­ 
m e.,ting on a report of an Iowa 
nutrition study which indicates that 
there is a difference between the 
adequacy of the diets of teenagers, 
said boys have large appetites, eat 
a good deal of food and, probably 
more by chance than by planning, 
usually do not fall short of recom ­ 
mended allowances. However, teen­ 
age girls tend to reduce their food 
intake as they grow older, begin­ 
ning at age 12. The nutritive qual­ 
ity of the diet suffers in m any re ­ 
spects. 
• • • 
OVERWEIGHT teen • age girls 
have especially poor diets, M i s s 
i G runer said. They seem to have 
the false idea that certain foods, 
notably milk, are fattening. T h e 
I nutritionists find th at there a r e 
fewer obese teen - age girls am ong 
those with excellent diets (though 
liberal in calories) th n a m o n g 
those with poor, low calorie diets; 
and few er among those who have 
three or m ore cups of milk daily 
than those using less. 
For both boys and girls, food at 
breakfast and snacks is the most 
poorly chosen. With teen-age girls, 
as calories at breakfast decrease, 
calories from 
snacks 
incr e ase. 
Snacks generally are less nutritious 
than breakfasts, the nutrition! s t 
explained. 
These conclusions were based on 
research carried on at Iowa State 
College. 
From this 
resear c h 
it 
seem s that teen-agers need to be 
encouraged to use m ore milk, fruit 
and vegetables. 
Nutrition can affect personal ap­ 
pearance. skin condition, body func­ 
tions, personality, vigor, and physi­ 
cal and m ental efficiency.

6—Plan to have cows freshen in 
the fall. Fall-freshened cows usual­ 
ly produce m ore milk and return 
more income. 
"Of all the various m anagem ent 
practices, the m atte, of keeping 
feeding costs low with high quality 
forage id particularly im portant,’ 
says the com m ittee. "F eed costs 
represent 50 to 60 per cent of every 
milk production dollar. 
"Good pasture, hay and grass 
silage can be producen for about 
one-third to one-half the cost of 
corn and other grains. 
"P astu re production can be boost­ 
ed by the use of lim e, where need­ 
ed, and fertilizer to build up the 
fertility level. Then the soil can 
support high yields of legum es and 
grasses. 
"in such a program , a regular 
top-dressing with fertilizer can keep 
the pasture production high. Also 
essential are good seed m ixtures 
adapted to the scil and growing 
area and good grazing m anagem ent 
that prevent overgrazing."

Did you ever go lion hunting right 
here in Fayette County? 
I know that may seem to be a 
silly query, but nevertheless there 
are many lions in Fayette County, j 
and I have personally hunted them 
in my younger days, and have seen 
a great many of then" — but never 
killed one. 
So you will no longer think I 
am entirely out of my mind, I 
will tell you that the 
lions 
to 
which I refer are the Ant Lions 
—one of the thousands of ex tra­ 
ordinary insects found in Ohio 
which inhabit the little-known in­ 
sect world and have a very ac- ! 
five part in keeping the balance 
of nature. 
Most of us know com paratively 
little about this great insect world, 
which is filled with am azing cre a­ 
tures that few of us never see, or 
if we see them , we are at a loss 
to identify them . 
At this point let me tell you that 
lions — the big, honest-to-goodness 
cats which could slay a m an, for­ 
m erly roam ed this are? in large 
num bers, and t h e y , .too, helped 
m aintain the balance 
in 
nature. 
They were better known as pan­ 
thers. 
But g e t t i n g back to the Ant 
Lion, also known as the "doodle 
hug" and "m innie bug” , the ones 
with which we usually 
come 
in 
contact are the larva of the Ant 
Lion, which digs a conical pit in 
sand, or very dry earth, usually in 
a sheltered spot. 
These conical or funnel-shaped 
pit* may be as much as three inch­ 
es in depth and three to four inches 
across the top. M ott of them are 
somewhat sm aller, however. 
These gray-colored insects, up to 
a half inch in length, conceal them ­ 
selves just under the dirt or sand 
at the bottom of the pit — which 
is really a death pit — and await 
their food to come to th^m. 
The unsightly larvae have out- 
of-proportion jaws which are kept 
toward the bottom of the funnel, 
catching other inserts which slip 
into the trap. 
The 
insects 
are 
usually 
ants, 
hence the nam e "ant lion” and 
when they obtain a firm grip on 
an an t’s leg. or body, it is good­ 
bye ant, for the lion keeps tossing 
earth over the struggling insect un 
til he may have it com pletely cov­ 
ered, and he soon has the insect 
where it can be killed and devour­ 
ed. 
But like some other “ wild ani­ 
m als” the Ant Lion does not like 
the human voice, and will scurry 
about to escape it, when one leans 
close over the funnel and shouts, 
for the funnel carries the sound 
right to the ugly little creatures, 
and I have m ade them crawl en ­ 
tirely out of their trap by shouting. 
or even talking loud. 
It used to be a favorite stunt 
for those finding the Ant Lions in 
their trap to get close to the trap 
and say; “ Doodle bug” , “doodle 
bug” ! “doodle bug!" or “ minnie 
up!"m innie 
up !" 
"m innie 
u p ”! 
I “ minnie up” ! and watch the ant 


lion scurry about under his cover 
of sand or earth, and perhaps work 
outside of the funnel to get rid 
of the noise.

Right-To-Work as Sacred as Our Freedom 


The racketeering going on in som e 
of 


the powerful labor unions, brought into 
sharp publ i c focus by the searchlight 
thrown onto the operations of som e of the 
union leaders by the McClellan C om m ittee 
of the U. S. Senate, has shocked this na­ 
tion, including m any rank - and - file 
union m em b ers. 


The power which som e of these leaders 
wield by controlling enough union votes to 
keep th em selves in power regardless of 
revelations as to their activities, or of 
their unions being tossed out of the AFL- 
CIO set - up, should indicate to the public 
how ruthless their m ethods m ust be. 


It is being pointed out, how ever, that 
there m ay be a silver lining to this black 
cloud if what has been brought forth in 
testim ony should result in federal govern­ 
m ent legislation to outlaw the 
“closed 
sh op ,” one of the prim ary union dem ands 
to keep union m en of independent thinking 
in line or forcing them out of a job. 


U n d e r the “clo sed ” or the strictly 
“ union shop,” m e m b ers of unions, no m a t­ 
ter how inept or plain crooked their lead­ 
ers m ay be, m ust m aintain m em bership 
in order to hold their jobs. 


The Taft - H artley Act g iv es the indi- 
vid u a I states the right to outlaw the 


“ closed shop.” E ighteen states have al­ 
ready enacted right - to - work law s. S im ­ 
ilar legislation is to be considered this 
year by several m ore states, probably in­ 
cluding Ohio. 
Those are steps in the right direction, 
but C ongress has an obligation to enact a 
federal law to em ancip ate all the workers 
of the nation at one fell swoop from the 
slavery of closed shop unionism . 
It would seem reasonable to thinking 
people of this country that the “ right to 
work” regard less of m em bership in any 
organization is as sacred a privilege as 
any of our freed om ’s dem ands. 
In this connection U. S. Senator Frank 
Lausche, a five tim e governor of Ohio, had 
the courage to speak up and state the case 
very aptly when he said— “ I think the 
right to work in our country is just as 
sacred as the right to a jury trial. I do not 
believe any organization in our country 
should be vested with the right and power 
to say to an A m erican — ‘You shall not 
work unless you join m y organization.’ ” 
There are m any union labor m em b ers, 
perhaps a m ajority, who go along with 
this philosophy, but they dare not speak 
out through fear of being forced out of a 
job they w ant to hold, by som e of the 
union leadership.

The current scandal in N e w 
York is over education, the com­ 
petence of the educational sys­ 
tem, the wisdom of so - called 
modem and progressive ide a s 
and methods. 
In a broader sense, it is a racial 
question. It concerns itself with 
the assimilation of the enormous 
Puerto Rican population and the 
integration of the Puerto Ricans 
and the Negroes in the school 
system.

Th this the Board of Education, 
a competent body, objected on 
the sound ground that it is ped­ 
agogically bad for the children to

THE BIGGEST SILO IN THE WORLD w as built In 1913 by J. E. Andrew* for Humphrey 
Jones. 
on the Jones farm 1H miles west of Waterloo. It was 
destroyed by dynamite In 1946 after 
being 
damaged by fire which burned the cattle barn shown at Its 
base. It was 116 feet high, 25 feet In dla* 
meter, and never completely filled with ensilage.

The largest silo in the world 
once stood in Fayette County. 
It was of reinforced concrete, 116 
feet high and 25 feet in diameter, 
ond was built in 1913 by J. E. 
Andrews, who lived at Jonesboro, 
for Attorney Humphrey Jones, who 
framed the Torrens Land T i t l e 
System for Ohio. 
The silo was on Jones 602-acre 
farm on the Waterloo Rd., IV. 
miles west of Waterloo, but was 
never completely filled with en­ 
silage. 
The a t r u cture w as capa b I e 
of holding 1,200 to 1,300 tons of en- 
s i l a g e , 
according 
to 
H u g h 
Schwarts, near New Holland, who 
leased the farm for a number of 
years. 
On Sept. 9, 1946, a large cattle 
baru standing beside the silo was 
destroyed by fire, and the intense 
heat cracked and softened t h e 
walls of the silo, rendering it un­ 
safe and unfit for use. The owner,, 
Harold W. Cruit, of 
Chillicothe, 
called in an expert from the Atlas 
Powder Co. and had it demolished 
with a heavy charge of dynamite. 
This was soon after the fire. 
• • • 
SO WELL was the charge placed 
that the immense mass of concrete 
toppled to within a few inches of 
the place where Cruit had wanted 
It to fall. 
It was a real job to break up the 
walls of the silo 
ami 
haul 
the 
chunks of concrete to fill low places 
on the farm. 
Marks inside the immense struc­ 
ture indicated that it had never 
been more than two - thirds filled 
with ensilage, due largely to the 
fact that it was extremely difficult 
to blow the ensilage from the cut­ 
ter to the top. 
• • • 
SCHWARTS recalls filling t h e 
silo partly full more than once, but 
the silage was blown in th o u g h 
windows in the northeast walls of 
the big concrete cylinder. 
A water tank, some four feet or 
more in depth, was located on top 
of the structure, but this was never 
equipped and used. 
Cruit recalls that in making a 
trip (up a ladder inside of the 
outside chute I to the top of the 
structure, he found it to be a 
home for owls of various types, 
and was amazed at the number 
and kind of animal and b i r d 
bones found in the top of the 
silo, where they had been left 
by the owls. 
Not only had barr or monkey- 
faced owls inhabited the top of the 
structure, but the size of the bones, 
tnclud i n g those of rabbits a n d 
chickens, indicated that the great 
horned owls or hoot owls had al­ 
so made their home there over a 
Jong period of years.

Schwarts states that years after 
the Jones silo was built, he had 
information that a taller one had 
been built in Pennsylvania, but the' 
diam eter was considerably l e s s 
than that of the Jones project.

L. T. Pendleton, an Ohio Bell

would only delay the case. 
“ About your suggestion that we 
don’t call in outside experts,” Sax­ 
be told Pendleton, “ it seem s to me 
would be playing right down your 
alley.” 
Saxbe, who lent the city officials 
use of his office, said in a state­ 
m ent that he doubts Ohio Bell “ can 
justify the apparently exorbitant 
rates proposed.”
